Approximately eight new courses will be offered next semester | 
as Hartnell College expands its offerings to meet present needs of 
the students. : 

Introduction to the study of education, Education 40, will be 
taught by Mr. Karl Bengston. This will be an. exploratory course 
designed to afford the student an understanding of the policies and 
practices of public-school education. Students will be given infor- 
mation concerning the work and necessary qualifications of a suc- 
cessful worker in the field of education. There will be an opportu- 
nity for limited practice teaching.- 

Mr. Samuel King will have a transcription class to be known as 
Commerce 86, 

Drama 40A, a course in radio drama, will be given by Mr. Harold 
Ulrici. The radio and electronics course given by Mr. Dennis Nel- 
son at Hartnell A. and. M. will include instruction in television. 

A. survey course in biological science for those Lower Division | 
students who are majoring in biological science will be taught by 
Mr. James Wilson. This course will be known as Zoology 10. 

If you need to improve your reading ability or your rate of read- 
ing, there will be a reading course given by Mrs. Eleanor Perry or 
Mr. James Wells. The Home Economics 10 course on house de- 
sign has been redesigned and will consist of house planning and 
management, 

A course on marriage and the family will be given by Mr. Rich- 
ard Carlisle. It will include a study of marriage and the family as 
social institutions. This course offers an opportunity for those in- 
terested in marriage to consider the reasons for marriage, friend- 
ship, dating, courtship, the age for marriage, and the physical, men- 
tal, and emotional qualifications for marriage. Special emphasis 
will be placed on emotional maturity, temperament traits, and psy- 
chological adjustment. This course wil be called Sociology 51.

Vets May Transfer 
To State Vet Plan 


Veterans at Hartnell College 
who are planning to take advan- 
tage of state educational assist- 
ance for the first time in the com- 
ing semester are urged by Mr. 
Jerry Girdner, dean of men, to 
consult with him without delay. 

Mr. Girdner said veterans near 
the end of the training entitle- 
ment under the Federal G.I. Bill 
of Rights may be able to continue 
their education through changing 
over to the California Veterans’ 
Educational Institute plan.- By 
looking into the matter before 
the end of this semester, they 
can avoid the reregistration rush 
and unnecessary delays in pay- 
ment. 

Under this plan, a veteran may 
qualify for state payment of his 
tuition fees, books, and supplies, 
plus a subsistence allowance of 
$40 a month, A total maximum 
expenditure of $1,000 per veteran 
is allowed. 

To be eligible, a veteran must 
have been born in, or entered 
military service from, California, 
and must have served at least 90 
days prior to January 1, 1947.

Armistice Day’s game with San 
Francisco drew the largest crowd 
with a total of 6,415 paid admis- 
sions. Second was the Modesto- 
Hartnell game with 4,261 tickets 
sold. Thanksgiving Day’s game 
with Monterey drew the lowest 
number of fans with a total of 
only 1,982. 

Approximately 22,718 paid ad- 
missions were registered. Of 
these there were 15,861 adults, 
4,057 students, and 2,800 children. 
Not counted in this total are the 
season ticket holders, student 
body card holders, and bands. 


Funds Revised By

Superintendent J. F. Ching at- 
tended the Los Angeles session 
of the. state board of education 
but approval was’ granted with- 
out any additional explanation 
by the school executive. Detailed 
reports on the need for the new 
district had been submitted to 
the board in advance by Superin- | 
tendent. Ching. 

With ‘separation of Hartnell 
College and Hartnell School of 
Agriculture and Mechanics from 
the Salinas union high school 
district, it. will’ eventually be 
possible for the junior college 
district to expand beyond ‘the 
boundaries of the present high 
school district. This will widen 
the tax base for the junior col- 
lege and relieve taxpayers in the 
high school district of some of 
their. present tax burden, ‘school 
administrators said. 

Under school law the total 
maximum tax rate is’ the same 
for a junior college and a high 
school district covering the same 
‘area whether they are in the 
same district or not. However, a 
junior college in a high school 
district, as Hartnell College is at 
present, cannot expand beyond 
the high school district. A junior
